Claims 4, 1 1-22 and 24 were pending in the application. , 

Claim 22 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of Claim 16. 
Claims 4 and 1 1-22 are objected to because of informalities. 

Claims 4, 11-22 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. 

Claims 4, 11-22 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter of the 
invention. 

Claims 4, 1 1, 14-16, 22 and 24 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Seckerson et al. (U.S. Patent No. 3,807,675). 

Claims 17-20 and 24 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Esposito 
(U.S. Patent No. 3,616,497). 

Claims 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Seckerson 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 3,807,675) in view of Cirino et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,164,604). 

Claim 21 is rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Esposito (U.S. 
Patent No. 3,616,497).
